I  have  counted  over  20 
fruit  stems  on  a  single  plant,  and  still  more  were  coming 
out.  The  plant  will  be  just  loaded  with  ripe  berries,  green 
berries,  blossoms  and  buds.  This  is  continuous  from  July  to 
winter.  The  very  reason  that  Wayzata  plants  are  listed 
higher  than  other  varieties  of  Strawberries  is  that  even  with 
our  scientific  method  of  growing  Wayzata  for  plants  only, 
we  have  difficulty  growing  enough  plants  to  supply  the  de¬ 
mand.

Our  Blueberries  are  far  superior  to  the  wild  Blueberry 
or  Huckleberry.  These  Blueberries  grow  in  large  clusters 
of  the  most  beautiful  blue  color,  plump,  tender  and  prac¬ 
tically  seedless.
